The subjéctupon which the 7iimes expatiates 
is the release of the fugitive slave Twrner, the 
arrest of his kidnappers, and their subsequent 
“ gpiviting @way.”’ itsays that the people of 
Chicago have staitified and disgraced themselves 
by their action in the matter. That they in the 
first place should not heve sllewed Turner to 
get away; that they should not have arrested the 
kidnappers for shooting a man in the arm 
with a pistol, and for their atticmpt’ to de- 
prive 4 wax of his inalicnable rights; and that 
being arrested for these crimes, they should have 
been permitted to escape through the guilty eoa- 
nivance of some of the officers of justice, and an 
unjair advantage taken of the aleence of Ute 
counsel and witnesses fur the presecutica from 
the city. That is the ground taken by the or- 
gan Of Mr. Dougias, (who it will he remembered 
hal prowised that slave shoald be sent back 
Chicago to complete the Kenator's rindica- 
tion,) and it illustrates and eafo rces its strong 
points as follows.

alow, whether guilty or innocent, was sent on 
way to Ohio, not to freedom, but, perhaps, 
to death—for the offence with which he was 
charged was 8 capital onv. 

Not an Abolitionist in Chicago, not one of the 
editors whe live b sympathy for the victims of 
“a compact with hell,” as they call the Consti- 
tation of the United States, offered one word in 
behalf of this unfortunate man. In his behalf 
there was 80 excitement; no rushing of lawyers; 
no cries of injured right; no dvounciation of the 
suppression of the writ of habeas and the 
trial by jury,~ His case was not a plank in the 
Tosion platiorm. One fuyitive was a negro, and 
fus. on flowed fast and free; the other 
wes aw MaN, and he was left to meet death 
with fhe sptrowful reflection that the mother who 
bore him, and watebed him in the days of child- 
innocence, wasa white womans. Let the 
Abolitionists, if the y can, reconcile their con- 
duct respecting these two cases, occurring almost 
at the same moment, in the vicinit of same 
Court Houge. We see no way in which they can 
do it. 
Now there are one or two points to be obgerv- 
ed in this plece of special pleadiig. The cases 
which are drawn are not parallel ones. They 
are presented a8 parallel here, but they are 
widely different. The sluve Twrner was guilty 
of no crime ; he was accused of no crime. Born 
with a right, an inalicnnble one, to life, liberty, 
and the pursuit of happiness, he had been de- 
prived of that right by a cruel, an unjust, and an 
unholy law of physical force. Accident, or de- 
sign, had placed it in his power to escape from 
the thraldom of slavery into the liberty with 
which the law of God had made him free. Ar- 
rived here, on his way to « free land, (Oh, cursed 
shame, that to America that name can not be- 
long !) be pested in the houses of his friends, and 
earned, by free labor, the bread to support a free 
man. Butthe blood bounds Were on his track, 
and they traced him to his home. They laid 
hands on bim to drag him back to slavery. He 
resisted. They shot him. The péople came to 
his aid, rescued bim, sent him on te freedom, 
aad imprisoned his kidnappers. That is one case. 
The Times man had no compassion fer this poor 
fugitive. It had no pity for him, an ineocent 
man, accused of no crime, endowed with na in- 
alienable right to liberty and happiness, as firm- 
ly founded as that pomesed by the editor of the 

Times himself, but hunted down, caught, and 
about to be dragged to slavery, and to a certain 
fate, worse than death. All this the man of the 
traitor Douglas, could see with composure and 
with satisfaction, and shed no tear for the wrongs 
of Humanity, Justice and Truth. But be saw 
another man in custody, ‘and noted his anxious 
and most dejected appearance.” He won the 
sympathy of this kind hearted man. He follow- 
ei hima, apd learned that he was an accnsed crim- 
inal, arrested on a charge of murder, by 9 legal 
warrant, and about to be taken back, not te be 
condemned unheard, and sentenced to a life of 
unrequitted labor aud degradatien, stripes, cruel 
mockings and scourgiags, but to be tried by a 
legal Jury of his own !’ecers; to be allowed every 
chance to prove himself innocent; if innocent to 
be set free, and if guilty to be punished. That 
was the other case, and we leave it te our read- 
ors to say how much of a parallel there is. One. 

lanocent, unaccused and uncondemned, seized by 
egal hands, to be dragged back to slavery 
worse than death; the other, aceused of murder, 

arrested by lega! authority of the highest nature, 

and arrested to take his trial before his country

all thgse master «pirits who have 
ochieved renown, whether in the Arts, Sciences, 
or Literature, generally have arisen, compara- 
tively speaking, trém poverty. This fact is more 
strictly true of Amerieans than in individuals of 
any other nation. By individual. will, selt-cner- 
and constant dévotion to a profession, they 
+ drew themselves ax it were to a position among 
the most proud of other climes. Of those who 
have labored and sealouely for a noble art, 
against a host of difficulties till he bas attained 
the position of our greatest masters, is Mr. Jeux 
who, from early youth, conceived 
a love for the arts, deveting his whole time, sac 
rificing everything for this unaided bi by 
friends or by influence. oo who have 
struggled in a fe can understand 
the weary and anxious hours be spent amidst mist 
and gloom. To those who are acquainted with 
the works of Mr. W. it would be unnecessary to 
nay a word ; but te these who are not, we would 
speak. Hisatyle is decidedly original, broad, 
grand and individualistic,—his coloring is fresh 
with a longing after the warm Dreams of the 
East,—his touch is bold and masterly, while his 
perspective reminds one of those beoutifns lines 
of Campbell :

Those who may remember the beautiful drop 
at the theatre,and who have seen his pictures in the 
leries of the American Art Union, of New

scenes and objecte—at times whole days without 
a morsel of food—overtaken by night among the 
mountains, having lost a trail, being compelled 
to tie his borse, wrap himself in his blanket, 
sleeping within. heariug of the growls of bears, 
barking of thousands of “cayota,” and at the 
mercy of Indians, (at best no very tender a 
) filled bis to repletion, he

a now =r be seen at Union Hall, in those views 
styled “ Panoramic Mirror of the Chagres River, 
and Glimpses of the Land of Gold
